The  “Student  Rlght-to-Know 
and  Campus  Security  Act”  re¬ 
quires  all  colleges  and  universi¬ 
ties  to  gather  and  publish  all 
crimes  reported  on  campus. 

According  to  William  R. 
Maniscalco,  vice  president  for 
student  affairs,  colleges  are  now 
required  to  collect  the  reports  of 
crimes  on  campus  so  that,  upon 
request,  students  and  parents

Maniscalco  emphasized,  how¬ 
ever,  that  no  names  will  be  used 
when  publishing  the  crimes  In 
order  to  protect  the  students. 
This  decision  comes  from  Saint 
Joe’s  own  code  of  ethics  when 
dealing  with  crimes,  as  well  as 
the  Family  Education  Rights  and

According  to  Maniscalco, 
Saint  Joe  has  become  more 
aware  of  preventing  crimes  on 
campus.  “I  don’t  think  we  have 
much  crime  on  campus...,"  he 
said.  "(The  Act]  will  focus  our 
attention  on  prevention.  Laws 
and  regulations  themselves  will 
not  make  this  a  safer  campus. 
Prevention  makes  this  a  safer 
campus."

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Security  handles  open-door  policy

Several  years  ago,  many 
Inner-city  schools  began  locking 
all  but  one  entrance  to  their 
buildings  during  the  school  day 
in  order  to  ensure  the  safety  of 
their  students.  People  who  did 
not  belong  to  the  schools  then 
had  difficulty  entering  the  build¬ 
ings  and  causing  trouble.  Since 
then,  many  suburban  and  even 
more  rural  schools  have  done 
the  same.  Now,  Saint  Joseph's 
College  security  has  taken  simi¬ 
lar  steps  to  protect  the  safety  of 
many  dorm  residents. 

Security  has  removed  the 
door  handles  on  the  fire  exits  of 
Bennett,  Noll  and  Merlin!. 
Handles  have  also  been  removed 
from  the  east  and  west  wing 
doors  of  Justin. 

“The  reason  for  the  removal 
of  the  handles  Is  for  the  safety  of 
the  students,"  said  Ernest  Wat¬ 
son,  director  of  security  and 
safety  at  Saint  Joe.  "The  less 
entrances  a  building  has,  the 
better  the  security  of  the  build¬ 
ing.  ’  Watson  said  that  It  Is  much 
easier  to  spot  people  who  do  not 
belong  in  a  dorm  If  they  are 
forced  to  use  only  one  entrance. 

Watson  also  said  that 
handles  were  removed  from  the 
doors  of  Bennett.  Noll  and  Mer- 
llni  because  those  doors  are  fire 
exits  only  and  are  not  to  be  used 


as  entrances.  He  explained  that 
several  years  ago  after  all  the 
students  went  home  for  a  vaca¬ 
tion,  someone  broke  into  Ben¬ 
nett  through  the  fire  exit  and 
burglarized  one  of  the  rooms. 

The  handles  were  removed 
from  Justin's  wing  doors  to 
ensure  the  safety  of  the  women 
living  there.  The  dorm  has  had 
a  serious  problem  of  people 
tugging  the  doors  open  during 
the  night,  and  Watson  wants 
that  stopped.  “We're  too  close  to 
1-65,"  he  said,  “and  it's  been  too

Campus  security  suspects 
that  a  pyromanlac  is  respon¬ 
sible  for  the  chemical  bombs 
detonated  on  Dec.  2  and  4  In 
Noll  Hall  on  the  Saint  Joseph's 
College  campus. 

Saint  Joe's  director  of  safety 
and  security,  Ernest  Watson, 
feels  that  the  bomber  was  moti¬ 
vated  by  a  psychological  pleas¬ 
ure  derived  from  watching  things 
on  fire  and  hearing  loud  noises. 
Watson  deducts  that  the  bomber 
possesses  at  least  a  rudimen¬ 
tary  knowledge  about  chemical 
compounds  and  their  effects. 

Watson  says  the  handmade 
bombs  were  comprised  of  a  liq¬ 
uid  drain  cleaner  and  alumi¬ 
num  foil  compounds  Inside  of 
plastic  bottles.  The  mixture 
caused  the  bottle  to  expand 
slowly  as  a  time  delay  mecha¬ 
nism.  The  pressure  eventually 
built  up,  causing  the  bottle  to 
explode  and  sending  plastic 
shrapnel  and  liquid  drain  cleaner 


Into  the  air.  Watson  says  that 
the  chemical  bombs  left  a  foul 
odor  In  their  wake. 

Although  Van  Malla.  the 
governor  of  Noll  Hall,  takes  very 
seriously  fires  that  were  set  In 
Noll  and  Bennett  Halls  on  Dec. 
5,  the  day  after  the  second 
bombing  Incident,  he  feels  the 
furor  over  the  bombing  was  much 
ado  about  nothing.  Malla  says 
the  residents  of  Noll  Hall  were 
fined  $75.00  plus  a  disciplinary 
fee  for  the  bomb  episode.  The 
cost  of  the  fine  Is  to  be  shared 
among  the  dormitory's  residents 
regardless  of  their  Involvement 
or  non-involvement  In  the  mat¬ 
ter. 

"It's  a  shame  people  let  It  go 
on,"  bemoans  Watson,  alluding 
to  the  people  who  have  Informa¬ 
tion  about  the  Incident  but  do 
not  come  forward.  A  $200.00 
reward  has  been  offered  for  In¬ 
formation  that  positively  Identi¬ 
fies  those  responsible  for  the 
chemical  bombs  and  fires. 


“We're  a  little  bit  behind,"  he 
said,  comparing  the  security  of 
the  dorms  to  dorms  of  other 
colleges  and  universities.  “Lots 
of  people  think  that  this  is  a 
nice,  quiet  little  place.  But  we 
have  to  take  precautions  before 
something  happens  Instead  of 
after  something  happens." 

Next  year.  Watson  would  like 
Saint  Joe  to  go  to  a  key  card  or  a 
two-key  system.  With  either 
system,  all  dorms  would  be 
locked  at  all  times.  Students 
would  be  Issued  either  a  key 
card  to  enter  the  dorm  or  two 
keys,  one  to  unlock  the  dorm 
and  one  for  their  room.  In  either 
case,  students  could  unlock  only 
the  dorm  that  they  live  In. 

Students  can  exit  the  doors 
that  now  have  no  handles  at  any 
time.  Security  will  make  ar¬ 
rangements  to  leave  these  doors 
open  when  students  move  in 
and  out  at  the  beginning  and 
end  of  the  school  year.  However, 
Watson  strongly  urges  students 
not  to  prop  these  doors  open  at 
anytime.  “This  Is  all  being  done 
for  safety. "  he  said. 

Handles  have  not  been  re¬ 
moved  from  any  doors  on  Halas 
or  Gallagher  because  each  dorm 
has  only  two  entrances,  and  both 
are  used  frequently.  For  similar 
reasons,  handles  have  not  been 
removed  from  any  of  the  four  en- 
trances  at  Seifert.  The  front 
doors  are  frequently  used  be¬ 
cause  they  are  close  to  the  Sci¬ 
ence  Building  and  Halleck  Cen¬ 
ter,  and  the  back  doors  are  often 
entered  from  the  parking  lots.

Three  out  of  every  1000 
college  students  are  esti¬ 
mated  to  be  Infected  with  HIV. 

“Saint  Joe  Is  fortunate 
enough  to  be  located  In  a 
state  that  encourages  stu¬ 
dents  to  teach  students  about 
HIV  and  AIDS.”  said  Chris 
Zanowski,  campus  coordi¬ 
nator  of  the  peer  facilitator 
program  at  SJC. 

Saint  Joseph's  College 
currently  has  one  peer  facili¬ 
tator  who  Is  trained  and 
able  to  teach  others  about 
HIV  and  AIDS. 

Zanowski  Is  presently 
looking  for  a  female  volun¬ 
teer  of  freshman  or  sopho¬ 
more  status  who  Is  willing  to 
commit  to  the  program  for 
several  years  to  complete  the 
facilitator  duo.  Applications 
can  be  obtained  through  the 
Campus  Life  office. 

The  training  to  become  a 


peer  facilitator  Includes 
completing  28  hours  of 
classes  taught  by  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Red  Cross.  Two  exams 
must  be  taken,  and  students 
must  score  over  80  percent. 
An  oral  presentation  is  also 
required,  in  which  questions 
must  be  answered  and  a 
passing  grade  received. 

Freshman  Brett  Byers 
completed  his  training  in  the 
fall.  He  said  the  training  was 
Intense.  “There  was  a  lot  of 
Information  over  three  days. 
We  had  over  600  pages  of 
material  to  learn,”  he  said. 

Byers  has  already  begun 
one-on-one  counseling.  He 
has  also  spoken  to  his  core 
class  about  HIV  and  AIDS. 
“People  don’t  seem  to  know  a 
lot  about  AIDS.  Their  Igno¬ 
rance  Is  what  Is  ruining 
things,”  he  said. 

Zanowski  explained  the 
philosophy  of  the  peer  pro¬ 


gram.  He  said  that  students 
rely  upon  other  students  for 
Information.  “Peer  education 
takes  advantage  of  the  influ¬ 
ence  young  people  have  on 
each  other,”  he  said. 

Zanowski  and  Byers  ex¬ 
pressed  their  enthusiasm 
concerning  the  program. 
Plans,  thus  far,  include  pres¬ 
entations  to  the  dorms, 
pamphlet  distribution  and 
panel  discussions.  Already, 
the  program  has  provided  a 
presentation  to  the  residents 
assistants  In  September. 
They  also  sponsored  a  panel 
discussion  of  people  with 
AIDS  from  the  Damien  Cen¬ 
ter  In  Indianapolis  on  Nov.  4. 

Zanowski  expressed, 
“Peer  facilitators  are  there  to 
help.  They  are  available  for 
group  presentations  or  one- 
on-one  counseling.  They  are 
available  for  almost  any¬ 
thing."

High-scoring,  quick-running 
Purdue-Calumet  revamped  their 
team  in  the  off  season,  bringing 
in  several  Division  I  transfers  to 
bulk  up  their  forces  and  fight  for 
the  NAIA  District  2 1  champion¬ 
ship  again.  But  the  Pumas  blew 
the  Lakers  out  of  the  water, 
beating  them  at  their  own  game 
this  Tuesday,  as  they  cruised  to 
an  easy  94-59  victory,  bringing 
their  season  record  to  3-1. 
Junior  forward  Mark  Scheldler 
paved  the  way  for  Saint  Joe, 
tallying  20  points  on  nlne-of-1 1 
shooting  from  the  field  in  Just  1 7 
minutes  of  play.  Donnie  Riggins 
and  Mike  Kosky  gunned  in  13 
apiece,  and  guard  Trent  Smith 
chipped  in  10,  as  did  Kevin 
McGuff. 

Head  Coach  Dan  Peters 
attributes  the  Pumas'  high  of¬ 


fensive  yield  to  a  hybridized  of¬ 
fense.  We  are  mixing  a  transi¬ 
tion  offense  with  half-court  of¬ 
fense.  .  .In  any  good  offense,  you 
are  reading  the  opponent's  de¬ 
fense,  because  you  can  run  a 
shuffle  or  a  flex,  but  you  don’t 
get  better  as  a  player.  What  I’m 
concerned  with  is  improving  our 
players.  Right  now  we  are  gain¬ 
ing  familiarity  with  what  we  want 
to  do  and  reading  their  defense . " 
This  approach  has  allowed  the 
men  to  average  88  points  per 
game,  while  the  defense  has  given 
up  only  67.3  points. 

Peters  contributes  both  fig¬ 
ures  to  a  good  combination  of 
offense  and  defense,  but  more 
so  to  strong  defense.  We  try  to 
get  two  passes  ahead  defensively, 
so  we’re  in  position  to  defend 
against  the  shot  before  their  play 
really  develops."  The  defense 


bounced  back  from  last  week’s 
lapse  to  foil  the  potent  Laker 
rapid  transit.  Their  transition 
game  never  took  off,  as  they 
stalled  out  with  a  paltry  59 
points.  In  the  second  half  of 
their  game  at  Grand  Valley  State 
Dec.  3,  the  Pumas  allowed  75 
percent  shooting  from  the  field. 
Grand  Valley  overcame  a  ten- 
point  deficit  and  handed  the 
Pumas  their  only  loss  thus  far, 
81-61. 

Peters  feels  that  "at  this  stage, 
we've  gotten  better  with  each 
game, "  but  he  also  mentions  that 
“WeVe  got  players  yet  that  we 
can  get  more  out  of.  We  can  be 
better  individually.  I  have  higher 
expectations."  According  to 
Peters,  the  Pumas  biggest  chal¬ 
lenge  is  usually  not  competition, 
but  “ourselves." 

Peters  suggests  that  as  a 


team,  "overall,  the  players  get 
along  really  well.  .  .as  a  group, 
they  put  in  a  lot  of  time,  effort 
and  hard  work,"  and  the  players 
are  very  supportive  of  each  other. 
This  will  definitely  be  a  key  for 
the  Pumas  if  they  are  to  enjoy 
continued  success  when  they 
enter  conference  play. 

We  haven't  gotten  wild, 
sloppy  or  greedy.  We’re  now  into 
the  “team"  concept.  I  hope  the 
things  I'm  trying  to  stress  now 
kick  in  when  we  play  with  the 
more  physical  teams.” 

Peters  expectations  are  re¬ 
ally  a  vote  of  confidence  in  his 
players.  We're  starting  to 
see  what's  going  on  out  there  a 
little  better.  Players  have  to 
see  rhythm  and  flow.  If  you 
can't  see,  all  the  other  things.

Both  quarter¬ 
backs  have  had  good  years  sta¬ 
tistically:  Hobert  has  thrown  for 
2271  yards  this  season,  while 
Grbac  has  thrown  for  1 955 yards 
and  led  the  country's  quarter¬ 
back  rating  system  In  the  regu¬ 
lar  season. 

Notre  Dame  fans  need  to  be 
concerned  with  their  game  ver¬ 
sus  the  Florida  Gators  In  the 
Sugar  Bowl.  Notre  Dame  can 
gain  back  some  pride  with  a  win 
over  the  Gators,  but  may  have  to 
eat  crow  If  they  lose  their  fourth 
game  of  the  year.  Florida  Is 
capable  of  e  mbarassing  any  team 
which  Is  not  prepared  to  play. 
The  Gators  are  In  the  top  10 
against  the  run,  allowing  107 
yards  per  game.  They  also  have 
a  ferocious  pass  rush,  one  that 
harrassed  Florida  State’s  Casey 
Weldon  all  game  long  In  the  Gator 
victory  over  the  Semlnoles. 

Florida's  offense  Is  centered 
around  Its  quarterback,  Shane 
Mathews.  Mathews  underwent 

Llndros?.... Baseball  sure  Is 
changing  with  all  the  money 
being  thrown  around.  With  the 
competitive  free  agent  market, 
players  are  changing  rosters  at  a 
rate  that  Is  hard  to  keep  up 
with. . .  .Darryl  Strawberry  said  at 
this  time  last  year  that  he  hoped 
Eric  Davis  could  Join  him  In  Los 
Angeles. .  .Strawberry  must  really 
have  some  pull.

arthroscopic  knee  surgery  at  the 
beginning  of  December  and  the 
Florida  coaching  staff  Is  opti¬ 
mistic  that  Mathews  will  be  able 
to  play  on  New  Year’s  Day. 
Mathews  threw  for  27  touch¬ 
downs  and  over  3000  yards  this 
year. 

The  Orange  Bowl,  featuring 
the  Miami  Hurricanes  versus  the 
Nebraska  Comhuskers  Is  an 
Interesting  contrast  of  styles. 
Miami's  Glno  Torretta  likes  to 
throw  the  bomb  and  the  Com¬ 
huskers  like  to  grind  It  out  on 
the  ground.  Nebraska  led  the 
entire  country  with  an  average 
of  363  yards  rushing  per  game. 
The  Hurricanes'  Kevin  Williams 
Is  a  potent  weapon:  he  can  catch 
the  deep  pass  and  Is  especially 
dangerous  on  punt  returns.  He 
returned  three  punts  for  touch¬ 
downs  this  season. 

Another  game  featuring 
contrasting  styles  Is  going  to  take 
place  In  the  Cotton  Bowl.  Casey 
Weldon,  with  his  pass-receiving 
running  backs-  Amp  Lee  and 
Edgar  Bennett  -will  lead  the 
Florida  State  Semlnoles  against 
the  Aggies  from  Texas  A  &  M. 
Bucky  Richardson  leads  the 
Aggie  wishbone  offense. 
Richardson  passed  the  ball  only 
141  times  during  the  regular 
season  yet  he  connected  on  half 
his  attempts  and  averaged  20 
yards  per  completion.

rates  figured  the  price  tag  on 

Bonds  would  be  too  high  this 
time  next  year  and  they 
promptly  put  him  oh  the  trading 
block.

Dear  Seeking  Birth  Control, 
The  best  method  of  birth 
control  Is  abstinence,  how¬ 
ever,  we  must  face  the  facts 
that  people  are  having  sex. 
The  birth  control  pill  is  99% 
effective  and  simple  to  use. 
Once  you  start  taking  birth 
control  pills  you  simply  take 
the  pill  everyday  at  the  same 
time.  If  you  miss  a  pill  take  It 
as  soon  as  you  remember.  It 
is  also  normal  to  miss  periods 
or  for  your  periods  to  be  Ugh  ter .

All  of  these  side  effects 
sound  really  bad  but  usually 
they  do  not  occur. 

The  birth  control  pill  is 
overall  a  safe  and  reliable 
method.  If  you  choose  to  go 
on  the  pilljust  be  sure  to  take 
It  dally  at  the  time  you  started 
taking  the  first  time  and  look 
for  side  effects.  If  you  have
